cans In Mexico 
MAY GALL FOR QU:CK ACTION 


Five’ “Candidates In Field For Mexi- 
can Presidency and It is Believed No 
One Will Receive Majority—More 
Foreigners Left Mexico Last Week 
Than in Any Similar Perioa 


The Mexican elebtions next Sunday 
Bre to be a farce. This is expected 
both at the state department and in 
administration circles in Washington. 
But in holding them President Huerta 
has added to the danger of foreigners 
in the southern republic, Because of 
this there is grave apprehension in 
officialdom. 

It is feared the announcement that 
there has been no choice and that 
Huerta will continue as “Provisional 
President” and absolute dictator will 
precipitate demonstrations that may 
call for immediate action by the 
United States. 

The policy of “hands off” announced 
by President Wilson will only be 
changed by serious outrages against 
foreigners. But with prices of all 
foodstuffs and clothing advancing by 
leaps and bounds, and exchange in 
Mexico City already beyond the pro- 
hibitive mark, the feeling against 
Americans; who are held responsible 
for existing conditions, continues to 


* grow. 


All of thé confidential advices re- 
ceived by the state department dur- 
ing the last ten days have emphasized 
the gravity of affairs, and the presi- 
dent and Secretary of State Bryan are 
holding numerous conference on the 
subject. 

A plan of actiop has been com- 
pleted. It is carefully guarded. But 
it is known that if it should become 
necessary both the army and navy 
could act at a moment’s notice. The 
Atlantic fleet starts Saturday for the 
Mediterranean, but officers and men 
here on furlough declare they expect 
being caught by wireless orders be- 
fore they are half-way across the At- 
lantic and ordered to Mexican waters. 
The ships are in good condition for 
either a fight or a frolic. Ammuni- 
tion magazines and coal bunkers are 
jammed to the limit, and the crews 
are recruited to the top notch mark. 

With five candidates in the field for 
the Mexican presidency, it is believed 
no one will receive a constitutional 
majority. And there is little doubt 
here that as soon ag this is demon- 
strated Huerta will take further steps 
to emphasize his control of the gov- 
ernment. After that, the officials 
here say, anything may happen, and 
they intend to be prepared for every 
contingency. ; 

Confidential reports from Mexico 
City show that in the last week more 
Americans fled Mexico than. during 
any similar period since the first Ma- 
dero outbreak. 


Diaz Urged Not to Land 

General Felix Diaz arrived at Vera 
Cruz aboard the German steamship 
Gorvovado. A silent crowd greeted 
him at the pier, because of the popu- 
lar impression that Huerta had or- 
dered the soldiers to fire on too noisy 
demonstrators. 

An air ‘of suppressed excitement 
pervaded the whole city as the Cor- 
eovado drew into the harbor. Diaz 
did not land immediately. It was said 
he did not know when he would land.

Professor Whitney Says He Fund 
16.67 Grains of White Arsenic in 

- Organs Of Dead Man—Defendant 

| Wag Constant Attendant of Sick Man 
Up to Time of His Death 


“Mrs. Eaton told me several times 
that she wished the admiral was 
dead.” t 

This sensational statement from the 
lips of Henry Cates came near the 
close of a session of the Haton murder 
trial at Plymouth, Mass. It was the 
first evidence offered by the govern- 
‘ment to show that the woman; ac- 
cused of the murder of the late ad- 
Miral, Joseph G. Haton, desired 
death. ; , 

The audience which crowded the 
Plymouth county courtroom was no- 
ticeably impressed, . Mrs, Haton was 
markedly affected, and for the first 
time since the opening of the trial a 
look of dejection came over her face. 

Cates further said that Mrs, Haton’s 
statements to him concerning the ad- 
miral so aroused his fear for the late 
naval officer that on his visit to the 
Eaton home he carried a pistol for 
the purpose of protecting himself 
against an attack or attempt to poison 
him. 

Those bound by the closest blood 
ties of love to the accused woman, 
her crippled daughter, Dorothy, and 
her aged, invalid mother, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Harrison, ag witnesses for the 
government, have declared that Mrs. 
Eaton cooked the supper that Thurs- 
day night and alone attended the ad- 
miral from the time of his illness, 
shortly after the meal, until his death. 

It is during that period, between the 
supper Thursday night and the hour 
of death early Saturday morning, that 
the prosecution contends the arsenic 
was administered by Mrs. Eaton. 

Professor Whitney testified that in 
all 16.67 grains of the poison were 
found in the admiral’s body, and that 
as much, if not more than that 
amount, probably was thrown off by 
hig vomiting. 

Dr. Balch corroborated the testi- 
mony of his colleague, and both toxi- 
cologists were especially emphatic in 
Aelling the jury that more than one 
dose, in their opinion, was given— 
perhaps, more than two—and that the 
last one was shortly before death. 

Mrs. Maton seemed scarcely able to 
retain her seat as this testimony was 
elicited. She was more nervous than 
at any time since her life fight began, 
and several times she wiped the tears 
from her eyes, 

W. 8S. Shurtleff, a fish and oyster 
dealer of Weymouth, told of calling on 
the admiral Thursday afternoon about 
2 o’clock and remaining with him half 
an hour. He said the admiral was in 
the best of spirits. - Another neighbor 
of the Eatons, Charles Hild, an elder- 
ly farmer, testified he had seen the 
admiral that afternoon and that the 
naval officer had offered to “help me 
to do the chores.” 


COAL BARGE SINKS

The following editorial appearing 
in the Springfield Union of October 
23, is a pretty startling statement 
when it is realized that it comes from 
the most prominent . Republican 
newspaper in Massachusetts so far 
as party regularity is concerned. The 
statement agrees, however, pretty ac- 
curately with many careful. can- 
vasses which have been made to 
ascertain the drift of the Republican 
party at the present time. 


“We shall know who is elected 
Governor of Massachusetts when the 
votes have been counted and not un- 
tt! then, despite the professed cock- 
sureness of Candidates Foss, Walsh 
and Bird, to say nothing of Candidate 
Gardner’s hopefulhess. There are 
some election contests that can be 
forecasted ‘with considerable accur- 
acy, but the present contest does not 
fall within that category. T irect 
primary has so disrupted or- 
ganizations and put politics on such 
a helter-skelter basis that the average 


voter finds it extremely difficult to. 
| feeliany keen sense of party loyalty. 


The candidates themselves boast that 
they are not bound by any hard and 
fast ties to advocate the principles 
and policies of their respective par- 
ties. Platforms are brushed aside as 
being impeditive and we have the 
spectacle of the nominees choosing 
their own issues. In some instances 
they have chosen. most unwisely. It 
would have been vastly better had 
they trusted to the collective judg- 
ment of the platform builders. Is it 
any wonder in these circumstances 
that the voters should feel peculiar- 
ly free to consult their own sweet 
wills and to give scant heed to the 
Durty argument? 

“Because The Union believes that 
ours is essentially a government of 
perties and that the best results are 
tu be obtained by the inauguration 
cf such policies as the people assent 
to in placing the reins of govern- 
ment in the hands of this or that 
party, it counsels Republicans to ap- 
preciate the importance of takinz 
such action in the forthcoming elec- 
tion as will preserve the integrity and 
future usefulness of the Republican 
organization. It believes that the 
only consistent thing for Republicans 
ty do is to support the ticket. 
dor compels the admission, however, 
that it is impossible to expect any 
marked degree of consistency wher 
the situation is such as it 1s. 

“It was much the same last fall, 
when the very highest consideration 
of party loyalty demanded that Re- 
yublicans should give their best sup- 
port to Mr. Taft. The force of the 
argument ‘was admitted, ‘but thou- 
sands of Republicans who admired 
Mr. Taft and believed that he abun- 
dantly merited their votes cast their 
‘allots for Mr. Wilson in order to 
make sure of Col. Roosevelt’s defeat. 
Party loyalty again demands that 
Republicans should stand. by their 
ticket and try to elect their candi- 
date for governor, but this, we are 
persuaded, large numbers of them 
will not do. They feel under no 
cbligation to give Mr. Gardner their 
help. They say that he had his op- 
portunity. but deliberately spoiled it 
and should now suffer the conse- 
quences of his own indiscretion. As 
they look at it, he has repudiated the 
party as an organization and created 
his own paramount issues, thereby 
relieving them of any responsibility 
they might otherwise be under to 
vote for him. i 

“To such Republicans—and it ap- 
pears that there are thousands of 
them —the independent candidacy of 
Gov. Foss is decidedly ‘welcome. 
Their argument is this: If Mr. Foss 
is not a straight out-and-out Republi- 
can he at least is not a Democrat, 
although the Democratic party has 
seen fit to honor him with three nom- 
irations, He is not a Progressive in 
the sense that Mr. Bird is because he 
is not bent on destroying the Repub- 
lican party nor given to the fads and 
isms that are the stock in trade of 
the Progressive propaganda. Next 
to an outright ‘Republican viciury 
they figure that Mr. Foss’ re-election 
would be about the best thing that 
cculd befall the party. Then, on the
